War Did Not Follow 
Yet war did not follow tiie sink­ 
ing of the Panay

country even go so far as to break 
off relations with Tokyo.

not come until the Japs attacked 
at Pearl Harbor. 
T here was a realization then that 
the kind of task on which the 
Panay w*as engaged, in the setting 
of the Japanese-Chinese war. in­ 
evitably implied danger.

You know how it is. you go fiddling with the knobs or crank» 
of the infernal machine to see w'hat’s on, arid all of a sudden you 
find yourself watching a rousing brawl at the Golden Gulch saloon 
with a guy being socked on the potato on the balcony and winding up 
on his neck at the bottom of the stairs, or the gun fight is taktng 
place in the streets of Rawhide, Arizona, or the chase is winding in 
and out of the California hills 
Coming thus upon a stirring bit of action 1 defy anyone to tune 
out until the villainous proprietor of the Fandango Saloon Dance 
Hall and Gambling Den is stone dead with a half ot hundred weight 
of bullets through hit lights, the hero and the heroine have been united 
in a warm handsake. and the Lone Cowboy has ridden off into the 
setting sun. 
Baffling Changes In Seripp 
Well, all this Is fine, except that every so often one finds baffling 
changes in the script, which not only interfere writh one’ enjoy­ 
m ent of the age-old folk-tale of the villainous gambling den proprie­ 
tor, the crooked sheriff, the beautiful daug hter of the heavily mortgaged 
rancher, the noble young cowboy who loves her, arid the mysterious 
cowpoke who rides into town out of the unknown and helps put things 
to right, hut also confuses and frequently baffles. 
Since you can’t go back and see the beginning again as in the 
movie house, you don’t know where you are. or what's afoot, or how 
far along you have come in the story. This contusion could easily he 
obviated by just telling one »tory. and never any other. . . . 
Figure it out— it’s really 
like opera 
You don’t have a lot of 
stories about Pagliacci, Tosca or La Boheme. 
T h ere’s just one of 
each which they keep giving over and over again, same yarn, same 
music. 
Only thing they do is freshen up the scenery every thirty or 
iurty years and change the cast. 
But you hear people talk about 
Signor Ravioli Spaghetinni and what a great Pagliacci he was back 
in 1910. 
T hat’s the way I think it ought to be with Westerns. 
See What I Mean 
See what 1 mean? 
You d o n’t change the story. 
You just change 
the ca»t from 
tim e to time as new stars art* born. 
THEN you have 
a real basis for comparison. 
People will talk about Joe McSwogle’* 
crooked sheriff until a new actor comes along and dares to play him 
without handlebar mustaches. 
Then that will become the classic 
style ol perform ing the part. 
Aim! in th e same manner, no leading 
woman, ingenue or actress could expect to be taken seriously unless 
she has at least one perform ance of Violet, the poor but honest ranch­ 
e r’s daughter, to her credit. 
For this wonderful character coming into 
violent contact with life in the raw and evil m en’s possessions, must 
run the gamut of emotions for A to Zed. and when the golden sun 
finally sinks to rest beneath the rim of the western horizon, there just 
ain’t nothing she ain't done in the way of play-acting. 
Small Innovations 
You would be allowed small innovations, like, for instance, in 
the fight in the saloon, the hero belts tiie villain one on the chops 
and knocks him up onto the second floor balcony, instead of vice versa, 
but you would never change the sequence of the fight, its m anner of 
starting, or its position in the story. 
The same with the chase. 
A director would be allowed latitude 
in the type and num ber of horses and men and the terrain over which 
they pursue one another, num ber of shots fired, etc., but it m ust 
always come at the same tim e in the story so that w*hen you see it, 
you know* exactly where you are. 
And here 1 have one cozy suggestion to make, namely, that all 
the heroes have w*hite horses and ail the villains black one so th at 
you can never be in doubt as to who is after whom, and who is lead­ 
ing. 
This will come in handy in identifying la petite chasse in which 
the villains chase the hero at the beginning of the film from the 
grande chasse, in which the posse takes after the evil ones at the end. 
There would be standard and classic performances for every role 
from the lead right down to the fellow who says, “They went that way, 
Sheriff.”

BUT CAN IT BE FOUND 
IN THE BIBLE? 


People often Indignantly 
demand that Catholics 
prove their teach mg from 
the Bible. 
The Bible is their ’ rule 
of faith”. .. and they argue 
that every man has the right 
and ability to discover for 
himself, by his interpreta­ 
tion of the Bible, what he must 
believe and do in order to be saved. 


We do not question the sincerity 
of these people and we applaud all 
who strive earnestly to understand 
and observe the Scriptures. But — 
are they right in calling the Bible, 
privately interpreted, the sole 
aource of Christian teaching? 


"Hold the teachings that you 
have learned,” wrote St. Paul, 
"whether by word or by letter of 
owe” (2 Thesa. 11:15). He refeia 
to Christian teachings, some oral, 
some written... and demands that 


*11 be teceived. 
Christianity did not begin with 
the Bible. It began with the com­ 
ing of Christ. The Lord instructed 
His Apostles to "go forth... teach 
all nations"— and to insure that His 
truths would always be maintained, 
Christ established His Church, ’... 
•he pillar and mainstay of the truth” 
(1 Timothy 111:15). 
The last part of the B ible... 
written by St. John...w as not 
completed until 60 years after the 
Crucifixion of Christ. There was no 
Bible in anything resembling its 
present form until nearly 400 years 
after Jesus had died on the Cross. 
And the widespread distribution of 
the Bible as we know it today was 
impossible until the invention of 
printing, some 1400 years after the 
Savior’s death. 
By what "rule of faith” did the 


millions of Christians live 
during those 1500 years? 
The answer is, of course, 
that the teaching of the 
Church was the rule of faith 
for the Christian world. 
And St. Paul reminds us 
that Christianity' consists of 
"one Lord, one Faith, one 
Baptism” (Eph. IV:5). "God is a 
God of peace, not of disorder,” 
St. Paul said further (1 Cor. 
XIV:33). 
Yet today we have nearly 300 
different religious denominations 
in the United States, all calling 
themselves Christian ... all profess­ 
ing the Bible as their rule of faith 
. . . and all differing to some extent 
or another in their understanding 
of what the Bible means.

AS AMERICANS, WE RESENT 
HITTING BELOW THE BELT 


In the past few days, political advertisements have been published in this county attacking two 
wounded veterans of the American Army who as citizens are engaged in political activity. One is Jay 
Cooke, who seeks the Republican nomination for governor. The other is Roger W. Rowland, one of 
our fellow townsmen who is also chairm an of the Republican county committee. 


The first of these ads was signed by Sheriff Frank L. Coen, chairman of the Duff-Fine forces m 
this primary, who is not a veteran of either war. 


The second ad was signed by Coen and by City Councilman E. Gene Schweinsberg, the latter a vet* 
eran. By indirection and innuendo, the ads attem pt to read some sinister meaning into the fact that Mr. 
Cooke is a candidate for office, and happens to be a personal friend of Mr. Rowland. 


As American veterans we see no reason for dirt, even in political advertisements. But when any­ 
one attem pts to besmirch the character of two wounded veterans then it is time for a protest and as 
veterans ourselves we do resent such foul, un-American tactics. 


It is pointed out that Judge Fine served in W orld W ar one. That is true. He served where he was 
assigned, in a non-combatant unit. Mr. Cooke was assigned to a fighting unit and was badly wounded. 
In W orld W ar two, Mr. Cooke again volunteered and in the desperate fighting on the Normandy Beaches 
he lost an eye and nearly lost his life. 


In the case of Mr. Rowland, he was a fighting pilot in W orld W ar one, is officially credited with 
downing three Germ an fighter planes and unofficially with two more. He was shot down m flames 
and will always carry a metal plate in his jaw as a souvenir of his fighting days. 


If there is any crime in two soldiers being friends then Rowland and Cooke are guilty. 
Some 
months ago a group of veterans of this state drafted Jay Cooke to run for the Republican nomination 
for governor. He accepted the draft, did not then and does not now seek any alliances with any per­ 
son or organizations save Pennsylvanians who believe in good government. 


But our “ fighting sheriff” is not satisfied with presenting any claims his candidate for governor 
might have. He must needs attem pt, by inference, to induce honest people that another candidate, in 
this case Mr. Cooke, is being backed by some m ythical “ interests” . 


If Mr. Coen had a record of fighting for his country it might not be so bad. But does he have a 
record? Has it come to the point where a wounded veteran cannot present himself as a candidate for 
office without suffering the slings and arrows of a public payroller? For truth to tell Mr. Coen has lived 
off the public pay roll for twenty years or more. 


Coen is now the boss man of the Duff-Fine organization hn Lawrence County. 
To finance that 
campaign, state employes are being maced for contribution and presumably Mr. Coen will be spending 
that money in this campaign. He is now the Patronage Boss of state jobs in Lawrence County. State 
employes will either contribute money and votes or else. And Jewie Coen is the man who heads this 
iniquitous deal in Lawrence County. 


One thing more. The Veterans Committee is not a political organization. But it cannot help but 
point out that Mr. Coen was appointed a game protector many years ago by the Republican organiza­ 
tion. He was nominated and elected sheriff by the Republicans of the county and Mr. Rowland is the 
chairman. 
Twice, Mr. Rowland has taken his own time to head general election fights as chairman when Coen 
was the nominee and twice Coen has been elected. If that is a crime then Coen is equally guilty. 


All of these things are beside the point in our case as we are not in politics. They are used merely to 
point out some rather nasty inconsistencies upon C oen’s part. 
Our purpose is to protest with all our 
strength the attacks upon two wounded veterans by a man whose only knowledge of gunpowder is 
shooting rabbits. 


Let the citizens make up their own minds about the candidates after the merits of those candidates 
have been presented. But let’s not use tactics that remind one of the tactics used by those despots against 
whom Rowland and Cooke fought and were wounded in so doing. 


W e resent hitting below the belt.
